According to the Scientific 
American, the sunshine water heater 
consists of a coil of pipe arranged in 
a box about four inches deep with a 
copper bottom and a glass top. The| 
apparatus is usually placed on the} 
roof or in a similar exposed location. 
The rays of the sun heat the water 
in the pipe and thus set up a circu- 
lation that carries the water to a 
storage tank“ from which it is drawn 
for household usage.

The Horse’s Education 


Advisable 
Farm Horses 


For 


It is not too much to say that the 
majority of farmers pay little or no} 
attention to the education of the 
horses which they breed. The young 
animal is given secant attention until 
the age of two and a half or three} 
years, at which time he is usually} 
placed in harness. When he learns 
to behave himself, to go forward andj 
to stop at certain signals, he is con- 
sidered as having graduated, and so 
is said to be properly trained. Some 
horses being gifted with more intel- 
ligence than their masters, manage 
to pick up an education just as some 
men do, And it is these horses that 
know something besides going for- 
ward or backward and obeying the 
pull on the mouth, that get the big- 
gest share of the farm work, These 
are the ones which the farm hands 
prefer to use, and the ones most pro- 
fitable to work. This tor the reason 
that they need not be totally regard- 
ed as machines, but rather may be 
depended upon themselves to exer- 
cise a certain amount of intelligence 
in the work they are doing. I know 
sections where prospective farmer 
buyers will hardly look at a horse 
not trained to voice control for farm 
purposes, And why not? Cow pon- 
ies, cavalry horses, etc, were taugtt 
to obey a word or a touch of knee 
or even a swing of the rider's body. 
This is an age of special training in 
men and women, and why not of rea- 
sonable training of farm horses? Yet 
farmers and breeders seem satisfied 
if they persuade a horse to wear har- 
ness and draw a load, even if they 
must swing full weight on a line to 
pull him around a corner and back 
into the furrow or off a corn row or 
tomato hill, or out of the way of a 
three-ton truck,

Canadians Prisoners 


They Belonged to the Forces Oper- 
ating in France 

According to statistics presented in 
the British house of commons, 81 of- 
ficers and 2187 men of the Canadian 
forces operating in France have been 
taken prisoner by the Germans. 

In other branches of the empire 
furces serving in France the Ger- 
mans, according to these stitistics 
made prisoners as follows: 

British 1020 officers and 28,876 of 
other ranks; Australians 21 officers, 
827 men; New Zealanders, 19 men; 
Sudan natives, 9 officers, 601 men, 

The total number of prisoners se- 
cured by the Germans from British 
empire forces in France is 1131 of- 
ficers and 32,519 N.C,.O,’s and men, 

No Canadian losses are mentioned 
in the statistics regarding other war 
theatres) The number of Austral- 
asians captured in the Dardanelles 
end in Egypt is given as 12 officers 
and 130 other ranks, In all theatres 
33 officers and 976 of other ranks 
from the Australasian forces were 
captured.

Eustice Miles, one of the fogemost 
food experts in London, Englana, 
gives it as his opinion that indirectly 
an excess in its use results in the 
deterioration of the teeth and bones, 
and iu a large number of other treu- 
bles, which are usually put down to 
soine other cause, 

“Tam not speaking here,” he adds, 
“of the fact that sugar may become 
alcohol—so that many teetotallers, 
who pride themselves on their “ab- 
stinence,” but indulge in gross excess 
of sugar and sugary things, sheuld 
really be arrested for the possession 
of illicit private distilleries within 
themselyes. I am speaking of certdin 
definite signs and symptoms which 
result largely from regular and con- 


|}tinued excess of sugar and other 
carbohydrates. 
“Up to a certain point let good 


sugar be taken, but let it be realized 
that, as sugar is taken now to ex- 
cess, it is largely a stimulant and is 
also a cause of many all too com- 
mon troubles, 

“How much better it “would be if 
people had less of the white sugar 
and sweets, etc., and more of the 
crisp foods (such as potato chips, 
toast, fried bread, biscuits, rusks, 
ete), in so far as they really need 
carbohydrates,”

RUIN AND DEATH IN THE WAKE 
OF FORCED RETREAT OF THE HUNS 


PRESENTS SAD PICTURE OF WANTON DESTRUCTION 


Horrors of the Countryside Recently Evacuated by the German 
Army in Retreat is Described by Whyte Williams in an 
Article in the New York Times 


As we approached the ruined vil 
fages I was at first not greatly im- 
Pressed by the damage that had been 
done. That was because these 
Fiench villages .have endured hun- 
dreds of years; they are built solidly 
of brick and stone, and ordinar, 
burning does not level them to ~the 
ground as would be the case of 
American villages of frame houses, 
or as the case of French villages 
after artillery bombardment. But; 
when we rode through the deserted | 
and silent ‘streets we saw what 
ghastly hand had been at work. The 
walls of the houses were only shells 
concealing charred ruins. Not only 
one village is like that, nor a dozen, ' 
but every single one of the hundreds 
that have been liberated has been put 
to fire and sword, old men, old wo- 
men, cripples, left to await the arri- 
val of their own soldiers to care for! 
them; their ablebodied men taken in- 
to bondage months ago, their young 
women and girls herded along with 
the retreating army to a slavery no! 
one dares think about without sceing| 
red, And at every village the same 
message was left behind for the 
French soldiers when they arrived. 
Translated it reads like this: 

“You see what we have done 
here. Well, this is what is going to 
Aappen all the way back to the; 
French frontier.” 

Is it any wonder that the French 
soldier telling me this said between] 
clenched tecth: 

“There is only one answer to that, 
my friend. Let them get down on 
their knees and pray when the 
French army crosses the Rhine. 
We will be taking no prisoners on 
that day.” 

The aspect of the villages is sad 
enough, but the countryside is 
worse. I have seen so much of ar- 
tillery destruction during this war 
that I confess I have becn rather 
gated with ruins, A destroyed 
church, a house ripped clean to its/| 
foundations, is offly another example 
of what I have seen dozens of times 
before. But a countryside that has} 
s0 little left of it as that one I pas- 
sed through is a sight that made me 
want to cry and fight at the same 
time. It has already been reported 
how orchards have been destroyed. 
I rather expected that this had hap- 
pened just along the roads by which 
the army retreated. But with field 
glasses I could see far in on every 


side of every road for miles and 
auiles; every farm is burned, fields 
destroyed, every’ garden and every 


bush uprooted, every tree sawed off! 
close to the bottom, Jt was a ter-| 
rible sight and seemed almost worse 
than the destruction of men, Those 
thousands of trees prone upon the 
earth, their branches waving in the 
wind,’seemed undergoing death ago- 
ties before our eyes. 


Everything gave its share to the 
blood lust of hate, Churches gave 
their organs for their copper, also 


the brass walls of their altars, even 
rucifixes upon ruined walls were 
stripped down and torn asunder. 

We passed through the remnant of 
a place called Porquericourt. An! 
old woman came to a broken door- 
vay. We stopped to talk with her, 
She smiled at the sight of the French 
uniforms of our officers, She lived on 
a farm a mile away. The Germans 
had passed in the night and burned 
it so that she had come to Porquer- 
icourt to hide in the cellar of a 
friend. Her husband and brother, 
hoth old men, had been. killed by the 
Germans during the retreat, her two 
sons led off to slavery the year be- 
fore. One of them had come back, 
but had been seized again only a few 
weeks before. 

Her three daughters had been with 
her at the farm the night that the 
Germans retreated. They had fled 
with her to the house of her friend, 
from where they saw their own home 


of a lifetime in flames. The girls! 
were 19, 21 and 24 years old, The! 
Germans had found them in Por-/| 


quericourt and had taken them away, 
‘hat was cight days before, She 
had heard, nothing of them since, All 
other young women had likewise 
vanished that night when the Ger- 
mans went away. 

She told her story simply in a low! 
unfaltering yoicey But she shudder-| 
eas she spoke of her daughters, I) 
said to her; 

“The next 


day after the Germans 
had gone, how did it seem to sce} 
French soldiers appear?” j 

She replied: “It was such a feeling) 
that it is impossible to describe, with

Lord Robert Cecil Answers the Ger- 
man Chancellor 


Lord Robert Cecil, the British 
Blockade Minister, made reply to 
the utterances of Dr. yon Bethmann 
Hollweg, the German imperial chan- 
ccllor, in a statement to the Asso- 
ciated Préss, 

“The German Chancellor claims 
that Germany in the past renounced 
the unrestricted use of her submar- 
inc weapon in the expectation that 
Great Britain could be made to ob- 
serve in her blockade policy the 
laws of humanity and _ international 
agreements,” said Lord Robert, “It 
is difficult to say whcther this state- 
inent is the more remarkable for its 
hypocrisy or for its falseness, It 
would hardly seem that Germany is 
in a position to speak of humanity 
or international agreements, since 
she began this war by deliberately 
violating the international agreement 
guaranteting the neutrality of Bel- 
g.um and has continued it by violat- 
ing all the dictates of humanity. 

“Has the Chancellor forgotten that 
the German forces have-been guilty 
ot excesses in Belgium, unparalleled 
in history, culminating in the at- 
tempted enslavement of a dauntless 
people, of poisoning wells, of bom- 
barding open towns, torpedoing hos- 
rital ships and sinking other vessels 
with total disregard for the safety of 
non-combatants on board, with the 
result that many hundreds of inno- 
cent victims, including both women 
and children, have lost their lives? 

“The latest manifestation of this 
policy is to be seen in the devasta- 
tion and deportations carried out by 
the Germans in their forced retreat 
on the western front. The Chancel- 
lor states that it is because the al- 
lies have not abandoned their block- 
ade and have refused the so-called 
peace offer of Germany that ‘unre- 
stricted sumbarine warfare is now 
cecided on. As to this I will do no 
more, than quote what the Chancellor 


j himself said in the Reichstag when 


announcing the adoption of unre- 


stricted submarine war. 

“He said that as soon as he him- 
self, in agreement with the supreme 
army command, reached the convic- 
tion that ruthless U-boat warfare 
would bring Germany nearer to a 
victorious peace, then the U-boat 
varfare would be started. He con- 
tinued: 

“This. moment has now arrived. 
TLast autumn the time was not ripe, 
but today the moment has conte 
when, with the greatest prospect of 
success, we can undertake this  en- 
terprise. We must not wait any 
longer, Where has there ,been a 
change? In the first place the most 
important fact of all is that the 
number of our submarines has been 
very considerably increased as com- 
rared with last spring, and thereby 
a firm basis has been created for 
success,” 

“Does not this prove conclusively 
that it was not any scruple or any 
respect for international law or neu- 
tral rights that prevented unrestrict- 
ed warfare from being adopted ear!- 
ier, but merely a lack of means to 
carry it out, I think it may 
be useful once again to point out 
that the illegal and inhuman attack 
on shipping by the Germans cannot 
be justified as a reprisal for the ac- 
tion of Great Britain in attempting 
to cut off from Gerimany all imports. 

“The submarine campaign was 
clearly contemplated as far back as 
December, 1914, when Admiral von 
‘lirpitz gave an_ indication 
American correspondent in Berlin of 
the projected plan. As for the plea 
that the allics are aiming at the 
annihilation of Germany and her al- 
lies and that ruthless warfare is 


order to refute this. to quote the fol- 
lowing passage from the allies’ reply 
of January 10, 1917, to President 
Vikson’s note:

Irish Chaplain Makes- 
A Daring Capture 


With Party of Dublin Fusiliers 


Persuaded Germans 
to Surrender 


The exploit of a Roman Catholic 
chaplain who, with eighteen enthusi- 
astic Irishmen, brought in “450 very 
thankful, if somewhat dejected, Ger- 
mans,” was referred to by Sir Philip 
Sassoon in a recent speech at Folke- 
stone. A reliable correspondent 
states that the hero of the incident, 
home on furlough, has-just been wel- 
comed by the parishioners of a min- 
ing hamlet in Lanarkshire. 


It is stated that a party of the Dub. 
lin Fusiliers, accompanied by the pa- 
dre, when returning from a_recon- 
noitring expedition, were assailed by 
rifle fire from a wood where it was 
known the enemy were entrenched, 
They immediately sought the refuge 
of shell holes, and from there fired a 
round of shots at the wood. Evident- 
ly the fire proved effective, for three 
Germans emerged from the wood | 
with their hands held up in token of 
surrender, 


The chaplain advanced to mect the 
trio, and informed them that one of; 
their number could return to the 
wood and give the remaining Ger- 
mans the assurance that their lives 
would be spared if they surrendered. 
The German who had been deputed 
to give the message to his compatri- 
ots promptly left, but as he failed to 
return after a reasonable interval, the 
“Dubs” tried the effect of another 
volley, Then two more Germans 
came out, and a repetition of the fire 
brought out another trio: 

Encouraged by these repeated evi- 
dences of the spirit of surrender, the 
chaplain decided to enter the wood 
and see the officer in charge of the 
tnemy. He did so, and the result of 
his enterprise was that 450 Germans 
offered to surrender. 

They emerged from the thicket, but 
when confronted with only 18 Fusil- 
iers—and not an entire battalion, as 
they probably surmised—a number of 
them sought to return to the wood, 
with the obvious intention of renew- 
ing the combat. The “Dubs,” how- 
ever, sent a bullet or two in the direc: | 
tion of the retreating soldiers and 
soon dispelled all notions of retalia- 
tion, 

It is stated that one of the German 
officers approached the chaplain and 
asked that he might be spared the 
horrors of torture. At the same time| 
he significantly pointed to a bundle of 
banknotes which he held in his ex- 
tended hand. The retort, apt though 
it was—"We are British soldiers, sir, 
and not thieves’—was capped by a 
stalwart Fusilier standing ‘near, who 
doubtless chagrined to see so much 
money unsecured by lock and key, in- 
terjected: “Give that to me, me son, 
and Oi’ll take care of you and yer 
receipts.” 

It is also stated that a second Ger- 
man officer handed to the chaplain an 
Iron Cross of the 2nd class.

China Banishes

Age-long Habit Which Crippled Mil-

The country which for generations

over a vice ee was a national curse, 
writes Charles Stirrup in The New 
York Sun, China has shown itself 
worthy of the distinction of being the 
oldest civilization in existence. It 
has set every Occidental country an 
example by abolishing the source of 
much of its misery, degradation and 
weakness, for after March 31 the 
opium traffic ceased altogether, <A 
vice that has held tens of millions 
in its clutches is being exterminated. 

European and American inyestiga- 
tors differ in opinion as to whether 
the ravages of opium are worse than 
those of alcohol, but agree that the 
use of the Eastern drug is a more 
insidious habit than liquor drinking 
and harder to stamp out. Moreover, 
the percentage of high Chinese of- 
ficials who were at one time. slaves 
to opium was far higher than the 
Proportion which alcohol could claim 
among the administrators and civil 
Servants of western countries, and 
repressive measurés adopted by the 
government have in all cases been 
hampered by influential personal in- 
clination such as would not be met 
with elsewhere. Ridding the Celes- 
tial Empire of its favorite vice has 
thercfore been a stupendous task, 
greater and more wonderful even 
than Russia’s abolition of vodka; but 
it has been accomplished after tea 
years’ of well planned work of 4 
thorough common-sense kind, to the 
incalculable benefit and everlasting 
credit of a gifted people. 


Manitoba Forests 


Will Prove a Valuable Asset if Pro- 
perly Protected 


“There seems no just reason why 
Northern Manitoba should not re- 
peat to a degree the wonderful de- 
velopment in wood-using industries 
now taking place in Quebec. Mani- 
toba holds splendid promise of in- 
dustrial growth in the northern for- 
ested areas with their fine water 
powers, The trouble has been that 
culture, and forestry has tagged be- 
hind like a poor relation.” 

This was a statement made by Mr. 
Robson Black, secretary of the Can- 
adian Forestry association, Ottawa. 

“None of the provinces of Canada 
is exclusively agricultural. Seventy- 
fve per cent. of northern Manitoba 
above the open prairie line will nev- 
er give crops other than timber. 
There is jittle use bemoaning these 
facts. We ought to turn them to 
immediate commercial advantage. 

“Manitoba’s timber supplies have 
been going down hill for 100 years. 
Unrestricted fires have periodically 
cleaned out the storehouse of wealth 
which would today have ¢reated a 
vast industrial development parallel 
to those of Ontario and Quebec. 
Lighty-seven per cent: of the forest 
area is now composed of young 
growth or at best of timber under 
cight inches diameter, such as is fit 
for smal! saw timber, 

“The wrecked and ruined condition 
of such vast areas of the provincial 
ferests prevents that immediate  in- 
dustrial development that otherwise 
would have come, But forests in 
most cases will recuperate, if fire is 
rigidly kept out, and that is the rea- 
son the western legislatures have 
been asked to tuke measures against 
careless conduct in settlers’ fires.

New Elevators for Alberta 


Will Reach From the Peace River to 
the Boundary in the South 


Elevator companies are planning to 
construct this spring a large number 
of new storchouses in Alberta. The 
: Farmers’ Co-operative Com- 


Pany count on putting up 40 new 
elevators in the province before the 
1917 crop is ripe, these to reach from 


the Peace River ta the southern 
boundary, Already 36 sites have 
been secured and negotiations are 


under way for the remainder. All 
railway lines are being treated im- 
partially, and new structures will ap- 
pose this year on practically every 
ranch of line in the-province. The 
cost of the elevators is placed rough- 
ly at $350,000 and the capacity will 
run all the way from 35,000 to 65,- 
000 bushels each. The buildings 
will be planned much the same as 
those already in use by this company, 
and all will be modern handling and 
storing buildings. 

Placing the average storage capa- 
city of these clevators at 40,000 
bushels, the total additional capacity 
which will be provided by this com- 
pany for the 1917 crop will be 1,600,- 
000 bushels. Work is to be com- 
menced at once, and about 150 men 
will be employed. 


Wheat is a Winner 


An American Finds Farming Is Pro- 
fitable in Southern Alberta 


The following is extracted from 
the “Turlock Journal” of Turlock, 
Stanislaus County, California: 

“The munition manufacturers are 
not the only people making imoncy 
out of the war. J. R. Armstrong, 
in leaving for Lethbridge, Southern 
Alberta, today said that three years 
ago he rented an improved rarch of 
700 acres of summerfallowed land on 
a crop-rent basis, The place was 
valued at $14,000. In three years he 
paid the owner just $24,970 for the 
use of that land, meanwhile the own- 
cr was living in Southern California. 
Che total taxes on this land for the 
three years was $24.00. There was 
a grain elevator on this ranch ‘that 
Mr. Armstrong had charge of. The 
managers of these elevators all over 
Canada were helping to collect a pat 
tiotic fund. As the farmers came in 
and drew down an extra big check 
they were given a chance to share 
their blessings with the soldiers by 
contributing to this fund. He said 
that some of these newly rich farni- 
ers gave freely, in some instances as 
much as $500. Mr. Armstrong cal- 
tcd the attention of his friend, the 
j owner of the ranch, to the fund, and 
| after deliberating, wrote out a check 
jfor $60, He says that in some cases, 
as much as $15,000 worth of grain 
vas produced on 160 acres of land. 
Mr. Armstrong still makes Turlock 
his home and after getting the spring 
work started, he will leave the farm- 
ing in charge of his son Vivian. He 
expects to return to Turlock in about 
a month. Hubert Dunn, one of Tur- 
lock’s best known farmers, went with 
Mr, Armstrong, Mr. Dunn has pur- 
chased a section of land at Leth- 
bridge and loaded his farming outfit 
in two cars Saturday and started 
then on their way. Mr. Dunn leaves! 
for Portland where he will wait for 
the cars and will load nine head 
of work horses. Mr. Dunn is a prac- 
tical farmer and no doubt will make 
good wherever he goes,”

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Palestine, where a British force io 
operating nowy, has an area of but lit- 
tle over half that of Nova Scotia, 
though it requires a cold imagina- 
tion to speak of the Holy Land in 
the blank terms of geography, The 
district took its present name, sup- 
planting that of Canaan, from its di- 
vision as Syria Philistina. Roughly 
it is today the territory claimed as 
the inheritance of the Hebrews prior 
to the exile, One authority states 
that “notwithstanding its small size,’ 
Palestine presents a variety of geo- 
graphic details so unusual as to be 
in itself sufficient to mark it out as 
a country of especial interest. The 
bordering regions, moreover, are as 
Varying as the country itself—sea to 
the west, a mountainous and sandy 
desert to the-south, a lofty steppe 
plateau to the east and the great 
taisses of Lebunon to the north.” 

For centuries Palestine has be- 
longed to Turkey and the Turks 
have divided it into three vilayets 
and sanjacs. The population, of 
Christian Syrians and a medley of 
all Eastern religions, is estimated at 
about one million. The land lies be- 
tween Mesopotamia and Egypt, two 
of the earliest seats of civilization 
which have come into a strange cy- 
cle of prominence again. Palestine 
has been the battlefield of Oriental 
peoples from the dawn of history. 
In this it is like little Belgium, the 
“cockpit of Europe,” and the asso- 
ciation of the two lands just now 
does not call for the exercise of 
much thought: they are evermore 
linked in historic sufferings. be 
kKomans and Parthians among 
ancients held sway in Palestine, and 
in later centuries -the Arabs, the 
Turks and the Crusaders controlled, 
and in recent times the Mongols ov- 
erran it prior to their settlement in 
Hungary. 

The geology of the country has 
been studied in some detail, As every 
Bible student knows, its most  re- 
markable feature is the Dead Sea, 
fed by the Jordan,-which itself rune 
along a bed sixty-five miles long, ly~ 
ing from 700 to 1,200 feet below the 
level of the Mediterranean. As it 
has no outlet except by evaporation 
its waters have become exceedingly 
salty and the legend of the Dead Sea 
fruit has become proverbial. The 
Jordan Valley was once rank in veg- 
¢ctation, but neglect and Arabs and 
Turks have led to its being now lit- 
tle more than the jungle home of 
lions. 

Only one other geographic fact 
need be mentioned: the district has 
no. port available for the shipping of 
today except in the north, the one- 
time home of the Phoenician mer- 
chants, skilled in dyeing and shipping 
and to whom the first discovery of 
the British Isles is attributed, Com- 
paratively few Christians, Catholic or 
Protestant, would know that the only 
port the Jews ever had was Joppa.

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ASTUDY OF SUITS 


O MATTER how extensive a 
woman's wardrobe may be, if it 
doesn’t include a coat suit of some 

sort it cannot be considered complete. 
Time was when woman could have a suit 
of cloth or silk for spring and nothing 
more was to be said about the matter; 
other materials were not considered, and 
there was no variety in the two mentioned. 
Today there is just so much variety in 
suits that one grows dizzy viewing the 
numerous models, Gabardine, serge, 
flannel, burella, homespuns, mohair and 
silks of all sorts are the materials favored. 

Heavy sports silk is the material select- 
ed for the suit in the popula: castor-oil 
shade. The broad belt, which is an im- 
portant feature of the suit, affords a big 
field for the introduction of an elaborate 
design worked up in machine stitching. 
The odd-shaped collar with touches of 
the embroidery is a striking note also. 

Your attention is directed to the clever 
use of soutache braid on the white shan- 
tung suit. A background of black satin 
makes the braid all the more conspicuous, 
You may wonder at the great length of 
the coat. This is a noticeable feature 
about suits for country wear. The idea 
is very logical, too, for a long coat is more 
in keeping with the new long skirt than 
is a short jacket. The piping of black 
satin at the bottom of the skirt is of 
unusual interest. 
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Pockets remain an important feature 
in suits, and a clever adaptation of them 
is noticed in the sult of dark blue serge— 
a fabric that will always stand in good 
stead. Not only’ is the idea odd, but it 
serves to give the suit a distended line at 
the hips. The deew collar is double. The 
under layer is of the suit material, while 
broadcloth in a lighter blue forms the 
top section. 

A very attractive suit consists not of 
a coat and skirt, but of a frock and coat. 
The frock is of the modish slip-over 
variety. The upper part extending far 
below the hip line is of white stockinet. 
To this is attached a width of white flan- 
nel bearing blue stripes of two widths. 
The jacket, a loose-fitting model, is knee 
length and is made of the stockinct, the 
striped flannel being used for ornamenta- 
tion and for the belt. The balls Gnishing 
tie and sash ends are unique in that they 
are made of frayed ends of the stripes, 

Altho one sees many suits that are 
classed as being dressy, one also notices 
many models along strictly tailored lines, 
The checked suit in this collection is of 
novelty cloth. Overlapping flaps on the 
pockets are the only suggestion of trim- 
ming. The coat is single breasted and is 
topped with a high rolling collar that can 
be worn buttoned or not, as one chooses, 
The sleeves, like the skirt, are severely 
plain, preserving the tailored character of 
the suit.

Came of It 

An illuminating example of how a 
city community can increase its own 
prosperity by helping the surround- 
ing agricultural population to in- 
crease theirs is to be found in the 
success that has attended Lethbridge 
Alberta, in its scheme for advancing 
livestock to farmers, Lethbridge is 
not a large city, measured alongside 
of New York, Chicago, and other 
types of the skyscraper class, but it 


hopes to be some day; and it has 
wisely recognized that until it can 
get on to the plane where it will 


grow by its own impetus, it cannot 
do better than increase the wealth- 
producing power of its rural terri- 
tory. 


Recognizing, too, that the livestock | 


industry is the foundation of all true 
agricultural wealth, it © Tormulated 
some three years ago a scheme for 
helping the farmers whose trade came 
to Lethbridge to become livestock 


owners, A number of Lethbridge| 


business men—retailers, wholesalers 
and professional men—guarantecd 
$150 cach to form a credit with a 
bank, paying five per cent. in cash 
and giving their notes for the re- 
mainder. It was not expected that 
the guarantors would make any di- 
rect profits; in fact, no dividends were 
promised, and as far as we know 
none have been paid. 

This credit being put into the 
fiands of trustces, applications were 
accepted from a number of farmers, 
and a number of cattle and hogs 
were bought. It is a noteworthy fact 
that seventy-five per cent. of these 
{cans have-already been repaid. This 
scheme, now commonly known as 
the “Lethbridge” scheme, was, be- 
cause of its success, adopted by othe: 
Western Canadian city communities, 
Jts sticcess demonstrated to the far- 
ming community generally that it 
s.culd be good business if more far- 
mers could borrow on. livestock pur- 
chases under licn. The United Far- 
mers of Alberta took the matter up 
at their 1916 convention, and obtained 
from the Dominion governihent an 
amendment to Bank Act, whereby 
chartered banks are enabled to make 
such liens, Any reputable farmer 
may now arrange with his own bank- 
er to increase his livestock opera- 
tions, and the bank manager can feel 
eafe in lending the money,

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Where the Weather is Cold|The Greatest Asset 


86 Below Zero Was Alaska Record 
Made This Year 


The coldest temperatures since ac- 
curate records have been kept in 
Alaska have been recorded at various 
points in the territory during the past 
winter, 

The record for the coldest spot in 
North America gocs to Birches, on 
the Yukon, a short distance below 
Tanana, At this station a special 
spirit thermometer of the type used 
in arctic research reglatared. 86 de- 
grees below zcro on January 6 of 
this year, 

Last summer a temperature of 92 
degrees above zero was recorded at 
Birches, making a difference of 172 
degrees between the warmest and 
coldest days in a period of less than 
six months, It is difficult for persons 
who have not experienced tempera- 
tures colder than 50 below to realize 
the effect of the extreme cold. 

At 80 below zero cold water thrown 
into the air clatters to the ground in 
frozen hail; iron or stcel touched to 
the flesh will inflict a more serious 
burn than when heated to 200 de- 
grees above zero; in ordinary merc- 
ury thermometers the mercury runs 
down into the bulb and then freezes; 
animals breathe in short gasps and 
unless they can reach shelter soon 
succumb, the air freezing the inner 
lining of their lungs; travelling is out 
of the question, but few are caught 
out in extreme cold weather, for at 
the first sign of the thermometer go- 
ing below 50 mushers seek shelter.

How to Make Cows Sure of a Better 
Profit 


The man familiar with cows may 
make a fairly close estimate of what 
any one in a given herd will give, 
possibly per day, per month or per 
year. Does it follow she is the “best 
cow?” It depends somewhat on what 
the owner is after; he may look for 
a large flow of milk, he may require 
plenty of cream, or, wisely, he may 
expect a substantial profit above the 
cost of feed. So your cows, as a 
herd, may “average” 6,000 pounds of 
milk and 200 pounds of fat, but is 
each one earning a good profit? 
Cow testing, checking up each _ in- 
dividual, will. answer this and many 
other questions. It will also help, as 
it has helped many dairymen, to add 
at least 50 per cent. to their income 
from the same number of cows, be- 
cause they keep those that are 
known to be efficient. Your average 
may be 7,000 pounds, but in three 
years perhaps you can make it over 
10,000 pounds, but it won’t be unless 
each one is up to a good standard. 
Write the Dairy Commissioner, Ot- 
tawa, for milk record forms, Your 
letter does not need a postage stamp.

Measuring Hay 


Easy Method of Finding the Num- 
ber of Cubic Feét in 
a Stack 


_ Circular No. 67 of the Office of the 
Secretary, United States Department 
of Agriculture, gives a method for 
measuring the number of cubic feet 
in a round stack of hay: The fact 
that the method as given in the cir- 
cular is stated in rather technical 
terms, renders it desirable to reduce 
the principles revolved to ordinary 
language. This can be done as fol- 
lows: 

First measure the total height of 
the stack. The publication mention- 
ed gives a simple method for accom- 
plishing this, Then measure the 
height from the ground to the 
shoulder of the stack, The shoulder 
is the widest part of the stack; or, if 
the sides run up straight for a dis- 
tance, it is the point where the top 
begins to draw in» Subtract the 
height of the shoulder from the to- 
tal height of the stack, to obtain the 
height of the top of the stack above 
the shoulder, Multiply the circum- 
ference of the stack at the ground 
by half the height above the should- 
er; add the two products together, 
and multiply the sum by one-twelfth 
of the circumference at the should- 
er, The result will be the number 
of cubic feet in the stack, 


Ship Losses in Former Wars 


It may be useful, as placing in bet- 
ter perspective the extent and nature 
of the danger with which trade and 
shipping are threatened, to cite, from 
a French source, the figures of los- 
ses of merchantmen in previous 
great struggles in which we have 
been engaged. In the wars arising 
out of the League of Augsburg, 4,000 
Pritish merchant ships were lost; 
1,300 fell victims in the War of the 
Spanish Succession, and 2,500 in the 
Seven Years’ War; while in the Great 
French War, when the enemy's ef- 
forts were specially directed to the 


destruction of our commerce, al- 
though 2,400 British vessels were 
taken or sunk, our merchant fleet

How and When 
To Get Gophers 


J. H. Grisdale, Director-General ot 
Experiment Farms, Issues 
Timely Bulletin 


At the experimental station at 
Scott, Saskatchewan, during the sum- 
mer of 1915, it was discovered that 
gophers caused a loss of 11 bushels 
and 5 pounds per acre in the case of 
oats, and 18 bushels and 21 pounds in 
the case of barley. The records from 
which these losses were estimated 
were made between parts of the fields 
that were attacked and other parts in 
which they worked no damage. 

This information appears in Bulle- 
tin No. 31, second series, of the Ex- 
perimental farms, prepared by J.H. 
Grisdale, director-general, Experi 
mental farms. ‘The bulletin consists 
of a compilation of the most useful 
information available. The gopher, it 
is stated, is extremely fond of tender 
grain plants and will travel long dis- 
tances to reach them. It has many 
natural enemies among which are 
coyotes, badgers, skunks, weasels, 
snakes, hawks and owls. Methods 
of control or extermination recom- 
mended are poisoning, shooting, trap. 
ping, snaring, drowning and suffocat- 
ing. Of these methods poisoning is 
regarded as the most effective. Spe- 
cific instructions are contained for 
preparing aid distributing poisoned 
grain, and the precautions necessary 
to protect farm animals, children and 
others are recommended, Other 
methods of destruction are stated to 
be less effective and more expensive. 

Co-operation of various agencies 
such as rural municipalities and far- 
mers’ unions are recommendéd along 
with the offering of prizes to the 
young people of the community for 
the destruction of these pests. Local 
farmers’ unions have adopted the 
plan of setting apart a day known as 
“gopher day,” when the whole com- 
munity declares war on the gopher. 
This plan is recommended in this bul- 
letin, copies of which are available 
on application to the publications 
branch, department of agriculture, at 
Ottawa:

A Poor Excuse 

The consumption of 2,500,000 tons 
of barley per annum in “the manufac- 
ture of that which has only produced 
national drunkenness, poverty, dis- 
ease, crippled efficiency, and moral 
degradation” does not admit of de- 
fence at any time, and under war 
conditions it is altogether criminal. 
It is said that a great amount of valu- 
able food for stock is obtained as a 
by-product of the malting of barley. 
Assuming this to be so, it’ does ap- 
pear a very roundabout way of utiliz- 
ing barley as a food for stock, One 
who has tested the point says that if 
the feeding units of barley are placed 
at 92, the feeding units of the after- 
malting products are 28.64, or a loss 
for feeding purposes of 71-64 per 
cent. in the co-cfficients of the origi- 
nal barley.—The Scottish Farmer,

Good Health Essential to the Well- 
Being of Every Boy 


News of the death of Her Royal 
Highness the Duchess of Connaught 
was received with regret by the Bo 
Scouts throughout Canada and Sir 
Percy | Sherwood, . the Dominion 
Commissioner and Mr, Gerald He 
Brown, the Honorary Dominiots 
Secretary on behalf of the Scouts 
forwarded the following cablegrams 
‘Respectfully tender sincere sym- 
pathy of Canadian Boy Scouts,” to 
which His Royal Highness replieds 
“All Boy Scouts grateful thanks.” 

Good health is essential to the 
well-being of every boy. This is no 
Secret in Scouting circles. Scouts 
are shown how to keep themselves 
fit, and taught that fitness is essen- 
tial to success in life At Scout age 
(12 to 18) the great decisions of life 
and character are made, The boy 
must be prepared but he will not be 
Properly prepared unless he is phy- 
sically fit. At this period the body 
grows rapidly, the muscles harden 
the voice breaks and the organs of 
reproduction begin to function. The 
new powers of manhood are coming 
to birth, the fires of new passions 
are burning in his blood. Scouting 
comes to the rescue and supplies 
him with opportunities of physical 
activity. Most of his Scouting activ- 
ities are conducted in the open. In 
the summer months he goes to camp 
and during the winter months he 
goes on hikes, In addition he takes 
part in almost every known form of 
athletics, He trains in the gymna- 
sium- He learns to box, wrestle, 
fence and do many other things 
which are a benefit to him physically. 

From many foreign countries come 
encouraging reports of Scouting 
Progress. From France and Italy 
reports show that Scouts have been 
ably performing public services sim- 
ilar to those rendered in this coun- 
try; In Roumania where there are 
some 6,000 Scouts, the good war 
work done by the boys has been the 
subject of comment in the press.

Decline of Drunkennss 
in Great Britain 


Reduction in Four Years More Than 
Half the Aggregate Number 
of Convictions 


The London Times in an editorial 
on “the decline of drunkenness,” 
Says: 

“Police returns of convitions for 
drunkenness in large towns in Great 
Britain for the last-four years show 
a reduction of more than one-half 
the aggregate number of convictions, 
there being 158,831 in 1913 and 77,- 
396 in 1916. The reduction has oc- 
curred almost wholly in the last three 
years, or during the war, the fall be- 
tween 1913 and 1914 being only 
wbout 3,000, while in London there 
was actually a rise of 200. In the 
next twelve months the aggregate 
reduction was 300,000, and in the year 
just passed the reduction from 1913 
increased more than 40,000, 

“These remarkable facts show that 
there never was so great a reduction 
spread over so large a population in 
the same space of time. There is 
evidence that the diminution of pub- 
lic drunkenness is not offset by an 
increase of private drunkenness, for 
this, too, has diminished. When, 
however, we stop to determine the 
causes of the reduction, we are con: 
fronted with difficulties. 

“The first and foremost is the 
withdrawal of men for the army. 
This enormous change cannot fail to 
affect the state of the streets. On 
the other hand, the withdrawal of 
men by enlistment has in the indus- 
{rial centres been counter-balanced 
by the influx of munition workers. 
In these towns the war change would 
rather tend to increase drunkenness. 
In point of fact it did so for a time 
in several of them, This one fact 
goes to prove that whatever in- 
fluence enlistment had, it cannot ac- 
count for more than a part of the 
reduction, 

“Female drunkenness has fallen as 
well as male, far too heavily to be 
explained-away by any hypothesis 
but that fewer women have been 
drunk in the streets. The reduction 
is considerably less than the men, as 
it would naturally be, but is very 
large. Moreover, nearly all of it took 


lace in 1915 and 1916, Betweea

“The great change which took 
place between thése two years was 
after the general application of re- 
strictions by the liquor control 


They were first applied in 
August, 1915, and some improvement 
followed in the second half of the 
year, but 1916 was the full year of 
restrictions, The difference of fe- 
male drunkenness between it and the 
previous year is, we believe, a fair 
measure of the effect.” 


Fur Production in Canada 

Canada’s rich resources in fur 
bearing animals formed her earliest 
commercial attraction, and, through 
gencrations of energetic exploitation, 
the fur industry has occupied an im- 
portant position in primary produc- 
tion. Of recent years it has become 
increasingly evident that the perma- 
nent preservation of this source of 
wealth demands the much more rig- 
orous protection of fur-bearers, One 
of the essential requirements is the 
collection of accurate statistical data 
of fur production from year to year, 
as a reliable index to the increage or 
depletion of our resources, Such a 
system is already enforced in several 
provinces, where trappers an fur 
dealers are licensed and compelled ta 
make annual returns as to their opera 
ations, Similar measures sheuld ape 
ply to every important fur producing 
region of the Dominion,

The total value of the 
Western Canada last year was $439,- 
000,000, according to the official com- 
putation of the Canadian government: 

The progress of Western Canada 
during the past five years can be well 
illustrated by the fact that the acre- 
age under cultivation,in the provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta increased from 17,130,000 in 
1911 to 20,553,000 in 1916. The value 
of all field crops increased from $240,. 
449,000 in 1911 to $439,820,000 in 
1916. 

It is also worthy of note that the 
acreage under crop to various kinds 
of fodder crops, including alfalfa, 
fodder corn, and the different vari- 
eties of hay, increased from 437,000 in 
1915 to 464,000 in 1916—an increase of 
27,000 acres in one year :

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British Women 
Making Planes 


Play Great Part in Manufacture of 
All Kinds of Aeroplanes 


Women are now taking a, large 
share in the inductry which provides 
one of the greatest assets of the for- 
ces on land and sea, in the form of 
aeroplanes, war balloons, sea-planes 
and other aerial scouts. Not only 
are they to be seen in those sections 
of the aircraft industry where their 
help might have been expected in 
pre-war times, such ds in cutting out, 
sewing, painting and varhishing the 
fabric for aeroplane wings, but they 
are supplementing the men in the es- 
sential engineering operations. The 
most important part of an aeroplane 
—its heart, so to speak—is the en- 
gine, the construction of which calls 
for the utmost accuracy. Women arc 
now entrusted with much of _ this 
work and are undertaking the milling 
of the top and the grinding of the in- 
side of the engine cylinders, and they 
are also engaged on machining the 
connecting rods, the valves, the pis- 
tons, and the holding down bolts. 
These processes are often carried 
out to an accuracy of half-a-thou- 
sandth of an inch, that is, to one- 
eighth of the thicknes sof an average 
human hair, a measurement which 
can only be guaged by the most in- 


geniously constructed instruments. 
Women ‘are further employed in the 
aceto-welding process where con- 


scientious and intelligent work is im- 
perative, ‘since upon the soundness ot 
the joints depends the safety of the 
machine and the life of the flying 
man, Such services may be best 
offered by those of the educated clas. 
ses whose previous experience fits 
them for deftness of | manipulation, 
keenness of observation, and accur- 
acy of judgment.

A Morning on the Ancre 


Some Thrilling Incidents Connected 
With the Big Drive 


The battle ©f Boom Ravine deservy- 
es to be tald more fully than the o‘t- 
cial reports give it. In difficulty, in 
grim human courage, in all its drama 
of fog and darkness and shell fire, 
and death, it seems to me to hold 
most of what this war means to indi- 
vidual men—all that can be asked of 
them in such hours. 

The thaw had just set in, and the, 
ground was soppy, which was bad! 
luck. In spite of the thaw, it was 
horribly damply cold, but the men 
had been given a good meal before 
forming up for the attack, and oi- 
ficers brought up the rum ration in 
bottles, so that the men could at 
tack with some warmth in them, 

In the utter darkness of carly 
morning, unable to make any glim- 
mer of light lest the enemy should;

firing until tiey were pinned by bay- 
cnet points 
Some of them pretend to be*dead 
when our men came near. One of 
them lay still, with his face in the 
moist earth. “See that that man is 
properly dead,” said am officer, and a 
soldier with him pricked the man, He 
sprang up with a scream and ran 
hard away—to qur lines, 


Six prisoners camé trudging back 
from the ravine with a © slightly 
wounded man as an escort. On the 


way back they found themselves very 
lonely with him, and passed 
rifles lying in their way: They seiz- 
ed the rifles and became firing men 
again until a little Welsh officer met 
them and killed every one of them 
with a revolver.—-Phillip Gibbs in the

A certain lieutenant had told his 
nien that if he had his way he 
would shoot the lot of us and give 
cur wives and womenfolks over to 
the soldiery. On the way to Ruhle- 
ben we had nothing to eat or drink, 
and on arriving there we wishe 
ourselves back in prison, for we had 
to lie night after night on wet straw 
sacks on the stone floor, under the’ 
grandstand of the race course. Those 
who lay close to the windows had 
their clothes frozen to the windows, 
Then we were removed to stable 
lofts, full of rats and mice, and to 
horse boxes, with four sacks to five 
inen, bullied about all the time by 
brutal soldiers. It was awful to see 
the crippled men carried about in the 
comp. One day I saw a man cut his 
throat. Sometimes we had to line up 
17 times a day in slush, rain and cold.

A special meeting of the L. I. D. 
council was held on Tuesday, May 
15th, to consider ‘recent changes in 
the Municipal Act made at the late 
session of the Legislature. 

It was decided to name the dis- 
trict ‘‘Michichi,’? after the creek 
which flows through it. 

The rate of taxation was increas- 
ed one cent per acre as a grant to 
the Patriotic Funds. All lands be- 
longing to those who have enlisted 
in either the army or navy are to 
be exempt from this year’s taxe3. 

A delegation from Drumheller, 
Messrs Gouge and Cummings, were 
present re the new Hospital Act. 
Ihey pointed out the many advant- 
ages of having a hospital centre at 
Drumheller, cheap fuel, good water 
supply, electric lights, convenient 
railway service, and an established 
income from the miners wages of 
about $500 a month during the 
busy season. Councillor Burke 
made almost similar claims for 
Delia. It was decided, however, 
not to offer the government any 
suggestions at the present time as to 
the formation of a District. 

The question of asking the Gov- 
ernment to form the District into a 
Rural Municipality was put to a 
yote but was decided in the nega- 
tive by a vote of four to two. 
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Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 
Land Regulations 


Tt sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter-section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must appear in per- 
son at the Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
Agency for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency (but not 
Sub-Agency), on certain conditions, 

Duties—six months residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on @ farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house is required except 
where residence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good 
standing may pre-empt a quarter-section along. 
side his homestead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—six months residence in each of three 
years after earning hdmestead patent; also 5 
acres extra cultivation, Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead patent, on cer- 
tain conditions, 

A settler who hasexhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts, Price #00 Ror acre. Duties--Must re- 
side six months in of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect ® house worth 00, 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction 
in case of rough, scrubby or stony land, Live 

k may be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions,
